Jury May Get Case Monday 


WASHINGTON (AP) - U.S. 
District Judge John J. Sirica 
wants the W atergate cover-up 
trial lawyers to complete their 
closing arguments so the jury 
can begin deliberating on a ver­ 
dict Monday. 
Sirica made that announce­ 
ment on Thursday shortly after 
Jacob Stein, lawyer for Ken­ 
neth W\ Parkinson, began his 
closing argument. 
After Stein finishes today. 
Chief 
Prosecutor 
Jam es 
F. 
Neal and Assistant Prosecutor 
Richard Ben-Veniste are to de­ 
liver the government rebuttal. 
Lawyers for fhe other four 
defendants 
— 
former 
Atty. 
Gen. JohnN . Mitchell, ex-White 
House aides H. R. Haldeman 
and John D. Ehrlichman and 
former Assistant Atty. Gen 
Robert C. Mardian — already 
have summed up their cases for 
the jury. 
Sirica had been pushing the 
defense lawyers to finish on 
Thursday but then abruptly 
changed his mind and per­ 
mitted Stein to finish his argu­ 
ment today. 
Stein had protested earlier 
when Sirica said he wanted him 
to finish even if it meant going 
past 6 p.m. Trial sessions on 
most davs have ended at 4:30 
p.m EST. 
Under the new schedule, the 
jury will get the weekend off 
and hear Sirica’s instructions 
on legal points when they re­ 
turn on Monday. The judge said 
he expects to devote about two 
hours to the instructions. 


Then the nine women and 
three men who have listened to 
11 weeks of testimony and a r ­ 
gument will begin their deliber 
ations in the historic case that 
drove Richard M Nixon from 
the presidency. 
The former president 
had 
been named an unindicted co- 
conspirator in the case. But he 
was found too ill to appear as a 
witness. 
P resident Ford pardoned 


Nixon, making prosecution of 
the 
fo rm e r 
p resident 
im ­ 
possible. 
During the trial, the pardon 
was never mentioned in front of 
the jury until Thursday when 
William S. 
Frates. 
Ehrlich- 
m an’s lawyer, made a veiled 
reference to it in his closing a r ­ 
gument. 
P'rates mentioned a White 
House tape of Nixon saying that 
during his 
second 
term 
he 


would consider pardons 
for 
anyone convicted in W atergate 
prosecutions. 
“Absolutely nothing illegal 
about that,’’ said Frates. “Cer­ 
tain people do get pardoned in 
this country.” 
Thomas Green. 
Mardian's 
lawyer, said in his summation 
that M ardian’s involvement in 
Watergate covered “ 35. maybe 
40 davs in his life in the summer 
of 1972.”

Police Question Suspect 
Mother, Four Children 
Found Shot to Death 


MARTINSVILLE, Va. <AP> 
— Four children died in what a 
sheriff called a “cold blooded 
execution.” They were found 
lying face down in a wooded 
gully near their home, each 
shot in the head. Inside their 
home was the body of their 
mother, and the sheriff said she 
was apparently sexually a t­ 
tacked and then strangled 
Authorities were questioning 
a suspect today, but did not 
identify him. They said 
no 
charges had been tiled 
The 
d ay -after-C h ristm as 
tragedy was discovered when 
Jam es Vernon Aliff returned 
from work Thursday and found 
his wife Sallv’s bodv. The chil­ 


dren’s bodies were found about 
an hour and 45 minutes later. 
Sheriff CP. Witt said Aliff was 
not a suspect in the slayings.

said 
the 
murderer 
may have interrupted Mrs. Al­ 
iff and the children as they ate 
lunch. County Medical E xam ­ 
iner John P. Bing said they died 
about 11:30 a.m. 
A half-eaten apple, a half-ea- 
ten hot dog and open bottles of 
ketchup and mayonnaise were 
on the kitchen table A Christ­ 
mas tree, surrounded by open 
gifts, sat undisturbed in the liv­ 
ing room. 
The bodies of the children 
Peggy 
M ane, 
10; 
Charlotte 
Ann, 8; Jam es Alvin, 4. and 
Vernon Darrell. 2 — were found 
lying side by side about 100 
yards from their home. 
The body of their mother, in 
nightclothes, was on the floor 
beside her bed. 
Autopsies 
were 
scheduled. 
Police said they originally 
thought all the children were 


marched to the gully and shot. 
But they said later that two ol 
the children may have been 
killed earlier. 
The Aliff house, off a dirt 
road in a wooded area about six 
miles west of this southern 
Virginia city, is about 200 yards 
from the nearest neighbor. A 
neighbor said she heard four 
gunshots about 11:30 a m but 
thought nothing of it because 
hunters were in the area. 
Officers said there were signs 
of a struggle inside the house 
but would not elaborate. Re­ 
porters were not allowed inside. 
Aliff found the bodies shortly 
after 4 p.m. Witt said Aliff told 
him everything was normal 
when he left for his laborer's 
job at a modular home con­ 
struction plant early Thursday 
morning. 
Witt said a 
3ocaliber rifle 
was missing from the Aliff 
home, but it had not been de­ 
termined if it was used to kill 
the children.

National 
Crime Rate 
Is Up 16% 


WASHINGTON (AP) 
New 
FBI figures show that the na­ 
tional crim e rate rose 16 per 
cent in the first nine months r*» 
1974, the largest increase for 
the period in six years. 
The crime rati* m smaller 
cities showed the largest in­ 
crease. 
The figures released today 
reflect an 8 per cent increase in 
the violent crimes of murder, 
rape, robbery and assault. The 
property crimes of burglary, 
larceny 
and 
vehicle 
theft 
jumped 17 per cent. 
The new report, based on sta­ 
tistics supplied by local and 
state law enforcement agencies 
across the country, indicated 
that the upward surge that be­ 
gan in the last three months of 
1973 has continued. 
Atty. Gen. W’illiam B. Saxbe 
said the continuing crime in­ 
c re a se 
“ re q u ire s 
an 
in­ 
tensification of our efforts to 
identify the causes, improve 
crime prevention and insure 
swift protection.” 
( rime rose only 1 per cent 
during the same period a year 
ago. 
Then the spiral began, with 
the 5 per cent increase recorded 
for the last quarter of 1973 and a 
15 per cent increase in the first 
quarter of 1974. The six-month 
figures for this y e a r also 
showed a 16 per cent increase, 
a*- do the nine-month figures. 
In keeping with the recent 
pattern, the new report showed 
that the largest increase for 
any ol the seven crim e cate­ 
gories measured by the FBI 
was 20 per cent for larceny. 
Murder liad the lowest rate of 
increase, rising 2 per cent. No 
category reflected a decline. 
Broken down by population, 
cities of more than 1 million 
showed the smallest increase, 8 
per cent < ities of less than 10,- 
ooo reported the largest overall 
increase, 24 per cent 
There was a slight decrease 
in the murder rate in the larg­ 
est cities and in some medium 
sized cities 
By region, crime increased 20 
|x*r cent in the South. 15 per 
cent in North Central states. 14 
per cent in Western states and 
13 per cent in the Northeast 
T aken tog eth er, cities of 
more than 25.000 reported a 14 
per cent increase In suburbs, 
crime was up 21 per cent and in 
rural areas, 20 per cent

Succumbs to Cancer at 80 
Comedian Jack Benny Dead

humor broke up audiences from 
vaudeville days into the age of 
television, is dead of cancer of 
the pancreas He was 80. 
His w ife of 47 years was at his 
bedside when he died at his 
home late Thursday night. 
Benny's long-time manager, 
Irving Fein, said the comedian 
had been kept under heavy se­ 
dation because of severe pain. 
Dr. Rex Kennamer, Benny's 
personal physician, said the 
cancer was inoperable, accord­ 
ing to Fein. 
Stomach pains troubled Ben 
n> 
recently 
and 
discomfort 
forced him to cut short his last 
public appearance earlier this 
month. But tests did not di.s 
close the cancer until it showed 
up on X rays last Friday, Fein 
said. 
The m anager said ex Dior 
atopy surgery was vetoed by 
doctors because of the enter­ 
tainer's advanced age

Hardest of the har­ 
dliners in the administration is 
Simon 
Convinced that the 
country's overriding problem 
remains inflation and that there 
is now a golden opportunity for 
reducing it significantly. Simon 
said recently: 


“ IE W E WERE to switch to 
-timulation of the economy in 
order to reduce the rate of 
unemployment, our 
problem 
would not be just living w ith the 
present rate of inflation, but 
living with an accelerating rate 
of inflation. And if we maintain 
such a policy stance for long, 
we would pass beyond the in­ 
flationary point of no return, 
and prices and wages would be 
sucked up uncontrollably like 
leaves in a hurricane.' 
Greenspan argues that “it is 
essential that we do not throw 
away the gains we are in the 
process of making in reducing 
inflation by hasty policy ac­ 
tions” But he does not rule out 
-timUiUS and he has made a 
point of major importance: If 
there is to be stimulus, “we 
should focus our attention 
wholly on the tax side of the 
budget.” 


HIS COLLEAGUE 
on the 
council. William Fellner. has 
indicated the direction that a 
recom m endation to reduce 
taxes would take — a correction 
of the sliding scale of individual 
income tax brackets to offset 
the unintended

caused by inflation, with a 
corresponding change in the 
corporation tax to correct for 
the way in which inflation is

government expenditures as a 
means of stimulus, except for 
the inevitable rise in unem­ 
ployment benefits and some 
expansion of “ public service 
employment.” a program of 
federal paym ents for e m ­ 
ployment at the state and local 


government level 
While the new budget will rise 
from the current y ear’s ap­ 
proxim ately $305 billion to 
about $335 billion or a little 
more, this is because of built-in 
factors and not because of 
conscious decisions to prime 
the pump. 
CONGRESS, OF 
course, is 
another 
m a tte r. 
T h ere 
is 
simply no teeling what it will 
do. except that it would almost 
certainly 
approve 
a 
tax 
reduction if the P re sid e n t 
recommended one, though with 
alterations. It remains doubtful 
w hether Congress,

In addition, his 
economists now have the first 
evidence, from the Commerce 
Department’s official survey of 
business intentions,

vestment in plant and equip­ 
ment. the chief prop for the 
economy in 1974, will turn down 
in real terms next year. 
In a speech last week, Ford 
announced no change in policy 
although he pledged to support 
“adequate dollar am ounts” for 
bills now

through Congress for expanded 
public service employment and 
unemployment 
benefits.

first of these goes beyond his 
original request. He did say 
that the administration would 
be “ responsive to changed

should have one in the art of

a cure-all, hang on to your 
wallet. The quack cures soid or 
used in the treatm ent of a r ­ 
thritis alone is a multimillion 
dollar business.

Certainly in many 
parts of India drinking the local 
water without boiling would be 
disastrous. 
Most city water supplies are 
quite safe, and from a health 
point of view are in no way 
dangerous 
T here a re 
a p ­ 
parently a few 
communities 
who have water supplies that 
may be marginal The water 
supplies are under fairly good 
control and must meet U.S. 
Public Health standards. If for 
any reason you fear it may be 
contaminated with germs, it 
can 
be boiled 
If 
you 
use 
distilled 
w ater 
or 
bottled 
mineral water, keep it in the 
refrigerator and if you keep it 
very long, you had better boil it 
before using it for consumption 
Cooking and boiling serve a 
very 
useful 
health 
purpose, 
killing germs that can cause 
human disease Food and water 
supplies are age-old vehicles 
for 
tran sm ittin g 
typhoid, 
cholera 
and

Ohio industry retreated during 
1974, put aside expansion plans 
and laid off thousands of work 
ers. 
G overnm ent 
projections 
showed the state should fare 
better than most of the nation 
through 1975, but the unstable 
national economy left doubts 
about many industries, princi­ 
pally auto manufacturers 
The year started in the ener­ 
gy crisis Petroleum fuels were 
scarce and expensive and the 
suddenness of the crisis left the 
consuming public apprehensive 
and cynical 
The skyrocketing < ost of pet 
roleum fuels was \ ¡\ idly dem 
onstrated 
in January 
when 
long-haul truck drivers anger 
ed over the price «>f their diesel 
fuel, rebelled Much ol the pro­ 
test was in Ohio 
knickers 
blocked In te rsta te 70 near 
Hebron for almost three days 
As the crisis eased, the econ­ 
omy strengthened But the in 
cessant pressure of double-digit 
inflation crept through every 
sector, hurting both manufac­ 
turers and consumers 
Coal had been Ohio s strong 
point through the oil embargo, 
about 96 per cent of the state s 
electricity is generated from 
coal-fired generators 
But in November and early 
December, that same- depend­ 
ence on coal threatened the 
state as bituminous coal miners 
struck The impact of the al 
most 
month-long strike- was 
softened by 
prestrike stock 
piling, which had been called 
for by Ohio’s new Emergency 
Energy Commission. 
But even with coal available, 
industry faced the technical 
problem of purging coal of its 
high sulfur content and making 
it a fuel clean enough for the 
en v i ron men ta 1 is ts 
Energy 
was the dominant 
factor in the state’s economy 
through the year, said David C. 
Sweet, director of the State De­ 
partment 
of 
Economic 
and 
Community Development and 
chairman of the energy com­ 
mission 
But it was not the onlv one 


“The producer is faced with 
tremendously rising costs, he’s 
faced in some cases with con­ 
victing governmental policies 
and he's faced with a capital 
crunch that really provides him 
with a major dilem m a." Sweet 
said. 
There has been a shelving ol 
a large number of plans and 
proposals which were gener­ 
ated when the outlook was 
much more positive." he said 
“They are ready to implement 
when the economy improves 
and capital 
becomes 
avail­ 
able." 
But for the present, he said, 
many plans are “ in a holding 
pattern." 
\ political appointee, Sweet 
will leave office in January. He 
said he hopes his incoming Re­ 
publican successor on the ener­ 
gy commission will seize the 
chance to create a coordinated 
state energy policy. 
“ 1 think that's the direction 
we have been heading." Sweet 
said “They have a great op­ 
portunity to become one of the 
first states in the nation to de­ 
velop a coordinated energy pol­ 
icy.” 
Sweet said such a policy 
would bring the state's regu­

With a proper energy policy. 
Sweet said. “Ohio w ill be in the 
position of being an energy hub 
a s well as a distribution hub." 
In the long run, said Sweet. 
Ohio faces a bright future. In 
the short run, he said, it de­ 
pend.» in large part on what is 
done with the national econo­ 
my. 
He said a successful state de­ 
velopment program has three 
aspects: an effective state pro­ 
gram. an aggressive local ef­ 
fort and “ thirdly and probably 
the biggest share of the equa­ 
tion, a national economic policy 
that's conducive to a strong 
economy." 
“Without any one of them 


you can’t succeed.’’ Sweet said 
“President Ford is going to 
have to take some significant 
action. 
“The double-digit 
inflation 
and recession and rising unem ­ 
ployment are just intolerable 
Some bold programs are going 
to have to be implemented.” he 
said 
The US Commerce Depart 
merit, however, already sees a 
bright short-term future for the 
state, at least compared with 
other states. 
In a study. “The US Indus 
trial Outlook. 1975, with Projec­ 
tions to 1980.” the commerce 
department indicates that some 
of Ohio’s 
leading 
industries 
stand to fare well in 1975 and 
beyond. 


They include steel in Cleve­ 
land. Youngstown and Middle­ 
town: rubber products in Ak­ 
ron; machine tools in Cleveland 
and Cincinnati; electronics in 
Dayton, and government in Co­ 
lumbus and Dayton 
All are 
among the sectors of the econo­ 
my that are expected to out­

the economy as

whole. 
The steel industry is expected 
to operate at near-capacity lev­

Shah Declares 
Iran Won't Join 
Arabs In New War 
Against Israelis

The Shah of Iran says his 
forces will not fight on the Arab 
side in another Arab-Israeli 
w ar although their sympathies 
will be with them, the semi­ 
official Egyptian newspaper A1 
Ahram reported today. 
A1 Ahram also said Egypt’s 
new war minister and its for­ 
eign ministers were flying to 
Moscow Saturday in response 
to an “urgent” invitation from 
Communist party chief Leonid 
I. Brezhnev. A Beirut news­ 
paper reported the Russians 
had offered Egyptian President 
Anwar Sadat the latest model 
MIG jets and SAM antiaircraft 
missiles if he would let Soviet 
military and technical experts 
return to Egypt. 
The Shah told A1 Ahram he 
was misinterpreted when he 
said in an interview with a Bei­ 
rut weekly two weeks ago: “All 
Islamic countries would be in­ 
volved in a new war with Israel 
Of course we would have no 
choice this time. That war 
would be ours.

would concentrate on prepara­ 
tions for Brezhnev’s visit to 
Cairo next month. But the cir­ 
cumstances of the invitation 
and the inclusion of Gamasy in­ 
d icated im p o rta n t m ilitary 
m atters would be discussed. 
Gamasy, who has been the 
Egyptian chief of staff, was ap­ 
pointed war minister Thursday 
following the death of cancer of 
Field Marshal Ahmed Ismail. 
The Egyptian government gave 
Ismail a state funeral today, 
reviving the glory of the 1973 
w ar in which he commanded 
the Arab forces. 
Israeli Foreign Minister Yig- 
al Allon said in Tel Aviv that 
peace talks with Egypt “were 
objectively possible,’’ but he 
stressed that any further pull­ 
back by Israeli troops in the 
Sinai desert must be linked to 
Egyptian concessions. 
Israeli Prem ier Yitzhak Ra­ 
bin appealed again for peace 
but warned the Arabs that Is­ 
rael is “stronger, readier and 
more prepared psychologically 
than ever before for war. if it is 
forced upon us.” 
Rabin told Israeli aircraft 
workers his government “ is 
ready 
to 
make 
efforts 
for 
peace, but not peace at any 
price.” He said it would not 
surrender any territory vital to 
its defense.

CINCINNATI. Ohio <AP>— 
Female students and a surpris­ 
ing freshmen turnout were key 
factors in a 3.5 per cent in­ 
crease in enrollment at the na­ 
tion’s four-year colleges and 
universities this fall, according 
toa survey by the University of 
Cincinnati. 
The study of 1.456 institutions 
was released by Dr. Garland G. 
Parker, vice provost for admis­ 
sions and records at the Uni­ 
versity. 
With only one of the nation’s 
30 largest institutions—Univer­ 
sity of California-not report­ 
ing. total enrollment reached 
6,6 million for fall quarter. 
Nearly three million of the 6.6 
million were women for a 6 per 
cent increase in that category, 
the study showed. 
The next highest category 
was freshmen, with a 4.6 per 
cent increase, reversing a 
three-year trend 
Part of the increase in women 
students would be reflected in 
the freshman statistics, 
but 
Garland 
said 
the 
freshman 
turnabout surprised research­ 
ers because the size of the 1974 
high school graduating class 
was not sufficient to account for 
the increase. 
He said the US. Office of 
Education expects the peak 
year for high school graduates 
to be 1976-77 However, he pre­ 
dicted that enrollment during 
the 1980s "will likely decline in 
accelerating fashion.” 
The number of women had 
increased only 2 per cent an­ 
nually in previous years. Men 
increased 
their numbers by 
only 1.6 per cent. 
The increase in female stu­ 
dents lifted their percentage to 
44.8 of total enrollment, with 
43.3 per cent as full-time en­ 
rólleos and 48.4 enrolled on a 
part-time basis. 
The State University of New 
York topped the nation in total 
students enrolled. 406.581. and 
most full-time students, 256.863. 
The California State Univer­ 
sity and College System ranked 
second w ith 317.431 students en 
rolled and 179.390 full tune stu 
dents. 
t 
City l Diversity of New York 
was third with 253,178 and 
135.376. 
About 70 per cent, or more 
than 4.7 million, were enrolled 
in a full-time capacity. It repre­ 
sented a 1.9 per cent increase 
over last year. 
The nearly two million part- 
time students meant a 7.8 per 
cent increase. 
Full-time women students 
rose 4.1 per cent to 0.3 per cent 
tor men. The gain by women 
was heaviest in law, medicine 
and 
allied 
health, 
technological, business and 
theological schools. 
Women led every category in 
enrollments of part-time stu­ 
dents.

cost-price squeeze is threat­ 
ening to take a healthy bite out 
of a record corn crop predicted 
by the government for 1975. ag­ 
ricultural experts say. 
The US. Department of Agri­ 
culture has forecast that good 
weather could stimulate a 6.7 
billion bushel crop. 
But the president of the Na­ 
tional Corn Growers Associ­ 
ation says a larger supply of 
corn will mean a lower price for 
farmers — who may. divert 
acreage to other crops like soy­ 
beans. He thinks the govern­ 
ment projection is about 600 
million bushels too high. 
A University of Illinois expert 
agrees. 
A 
6.1 
billion bushel 
crop 
would still surpass the current 
record of 5.64 billion bushels set 
in 1973. In 1974 the crop was a 
disappointing 4.62 billion bush­ 
els.. 
“We look for the real possi­ 
bility lor the price of corn to 
decline to the cost of production 
level or maybe even below it in 
the next 12 months with aver- * 
ag e w e a th e r." said W alter 
Goeppinger of Boone. Iowa, the 
NCGA president. 
He said inflation and the de­ 
mand for products required to 
meet the official projection are 
driving up production costs. 
“We are going to see a price- 
cost queeze here." he said “We 
are going to see. probably, a 
reduction in the price of corn 
and an increase in the price of 
operation still further." 
Corn has sold at about $3 a 
bushel recently, and by plan­ 
ting time the price could fall 
more than 50 cents. Goeppinger 
said. He compared that with a 
production cost ot $2.47 a bushel 
on land that will produce an 
average yield, about 125 bush­ 
els an acre. 
“ I think that's right. I think 
that obviously it is going to be 
much closer than it has been in 
the last two years." said Dr. 
Royce Hinton, a University of 
Illinois specialist in farm m an­ 
agement. 
Hinton said corn could fall to 
$2 w ith a very large crop, and 
farm ers will have to decide 
whether to plant enough corn to 
m eet 
the 
governm ent 
projection or divert the acreage 
to soybeans. 
Hinton said much of the new 
corn acreage would be m argi­ 
nally productive, shaving the 
profit margin very thin. In ad­ 
dition. soybeans can yield 
farm ers a better price for their 
cost because fertilizer is cheap­ 
er and seed can come from the 
previous crop. 
Corn fertilizer prices doubled 
in the past year and other costs 
also rose 
for seed. land, farm 
m achinery, fuel and other 
items. 


to be pessimistic about the fu­ 
ture. 
The question boils down to 
this: will there be another war 
in the Middle East in 1975? Tf 
the answer is “yes,’4 then there 
is a strong possibility of another 
oil embargo, possibly on a 
larger scale than in 1973. 
Any future embargo could be 
larger because Iran might join 
the Arabs in withholding oil. 
This would be a heavy blow for 
Western Europe and Japan, 
which are dependent to a large 
extent on Iran's oil. 
U.S. officials are reluctant to 
talk about the Mideast’s future 
and they refer to Kissinger’s 
statement at a Dec. 3 press 
conference that “this phase of 
Middle East diplomacy should 
be with a minimum of public 
declarations.” 
There is some suspicion that 
this plea for quiet diplomacy 
really means that there is noth­ 
ing t*o be said because Kissin­ 
ger’s efforts have produced no 
dramatic long-term progress, 
though they may have pre­ 
vented another war late this 
fall. 
Kissinger is known to believe 
that the time has come to push 
for a second-stage Israeli- 
E g y p tia n 
d is e n g a g e m e n t 
agreement. 
It also is known that there has 
been som e 
p ro g ress. 
The 
Israelis have given up their in­ 
sistence that such a second step 
should be combined with some 
kind of political agreement, 
such as renunciation of war. 
And the Egyptians are lessen­ 
ing their insistence that the 
second 
step 
tow ard 
d is­ 
engagement should include al­ 
most all of the Sinai peninsula. 
Kissinger is firmly convinced 
that there is no alternative to 
the step-by-step approach that 
deals separately w ith the many 
aspects of the Middle East 
headache. The Israelis agree, 
and so does President Anwar 
Sadat of Egypt, though the lat­ 
ter cannot afford to say so pub­ 
licly. 
Kissinger has hoped for some 
steps before Soviet party chief 
Leonid Brezhnev visits Cairo 
Jan. 15. though this now ap­ 
pears unlikely. 
The second half of 1974 in the 
Mideast was complicated by 
the surge to the forefront of the 
Palestinian question. The P a l­ 
estine Liberation Organization 
< P L ()) was accepted at the Ra­ 
bat Arab conference as the sole 
representative of the Palestin­ 
ian people and its leader. Yasir 
Arafat, later was received at 
the United Nations with honors 
due to a head of state. 
The United States has always 
insisted that King Hussein of 
Jordan is the legitimate repre­ 
sentative of the Palestinians, 
and there are discreet com ­ 
plaints in Washington that Is­ 
rael missed the opportunity for 
negotiations with Hussein that 
might have led to something. 
The Isra e lis dism iss this 
theory with indignation. They 
admit privately that there were 
several meetings between the 
king and Israeli leaders but 
claim that Hussein was in no 
position to negotiate seriously. 
The United States has no in­ 
tention to press Israel to nego­ 
tiate with Arafat unless the 
PLO renounces terrorism and 
accepts the fact that Israel ex­ 
ists. Arafat might be willing to 
do so. though there are some 
doubts that he can afford to do 
so. considering the extremists 
in his organization. 
The question “Who can afford 
what?" is not restricted to the 
PLO leader ( a n Sadat afford 
to go ahead and negotiate with 
the Israelis w ithout the Syrians 
and the Palestinians? Can Is­ 
raeli Prim e Minister Yitzhak 
Rabin return to Egypt the oil 
tields and the strategic passes 
in the Sinai without endan­ 
gering his precarious position 
in the Israeli parliament? 
Kissinger once said that "the 
Middle East is a history of lost 
opportunities." Some of these 
opportunities were indeed lost 
in 1974, U.S. officials acknowl­ 
edge They pray that 1975 might 
be different.
